And these should 
constitute part of the diet of every 
laying ben. 
Where the proportion of 
meat meal or beef scrap is sufficiently 
large the necessity for special 
min­ 
erals Is also somewhat reduced. 
But 
there are a good many flocks which 
for one reason or another are fed on 
a rather limited diet and in such cases 
the addition of an especial mineral 
mixture is advised. 
A good mineral mixture is made by 
mixing 60 pounds of finely 
ground 
bone meal, 40 pounds limestone, also 
finely ground, and 20 pounds of coin 
mon salt. 
Four per cent of this com­ 
bination is added to the laying mash 
unless bone meal or beef scrap or both 
are used in some other way. 
In the 
latter case the amount of the mineral 
mixture may be somewhat reduced, j 
Where an otherwise good laying ra- j 
tion is provided, the addition of tb s j 
material will often be found the one i 
thing necessary to greatly Increase the 
number of eggs.

While America’s new sky leviathans, 
I the Los Angeles and the Shenandoah,

“We believe we are about to op en 
up the largest p ueblo ever found on 
this continent,” Governor Scrugham 
said. 
“The ruins seem to stretch for 
six miles, 50 feet or so above the 
high water mark of the river. 
They 
are about a mile wide.

p op ulation was p robably 15,000. 
“Thus far, we have excavated 40 
houses and 11 bodies, 10 of them wom­ 
en. 
Ancient p ottery , estimated 2.0(H) 
y ears old, was found with the remains. 
“ Walls of the houses were of adobe, 1 
p lastered on woven rushes. 
The clay 
still retains the mold of tule leaves. 
The floors were p aved with stones. 
“Necklaces of carved turquoise were 
found on the women.

Artificial Lary nx Will 
Resto re Mute’s Speech 


New 
York.—Use 
of an 
artificial 
lary nx to restore sp eech to mute p er­ 
sons, which recently was p ronounced 
p racticable after tests made at Johns 
Hop kins university , In Baltimore, was 
given a demonstration for the first 
time at the Vanderbilt clinic here. 
Three men over fifty y ears old, who 
had hist the p ower of sp eech because 
of cancer and who had undergone 
sp ecial op erations in order that the 
artificial lary nx might be ap p lied to 
them, were able to sp eak with vary ­ 
ing degrees of distinctness. 
The device is 
ap p lied 
externally 
and consists of a p ad strap p ed over 
an ap erture in the p atient’s neck at 
a sp ot where his windp ip e terminates. 
From the p ad a rubber tube leads to 
small mechanism p laced in the mouth. 
Air forced from the lungs is get in 
vibration and the vibrations are car­ 
ried through the tube, which resem­ 
bles a p ip e stem, into the sp eaker’s 
mouth. 
There 
the 
vibrations 
are 
modulated in much the same manner 
as 
if they 
were p roduced 
in 
the 
throat. 
The instrument, it is said, would 
remove a barrier to the p rop er treat­ 
ment o f cancer of* the throat. 
In the 
early stages of the disease, when a 
radical op eration offers 
a 
p ractical 
certainty of cure, sufferers often have 
hesitated because they dreaded loss 
of voice. 
Delay has usually allowed 
the disease to p rogress to a p oint 
where eu ro is imp ossible. 
With the 
fear of silence removed, sufferers no 
longer will risk their lives, but will 
have the cancerous tissues removed 
and do their talking with an artificial 
larj nx.

Newcastle, England.—A number of 
rare Old-world book s, found quite by 
chance, are now on v iew in the Arm­ 
strong college art school here. They 
were discov ered by Lionel Robinsor., 
an 
expert who, 
v isiting 
Nev v burglv 
Priory; near Coxwoid, for the purclm&a 
of interesting v olumes, obtained infor­ 
mation which led lo his v isiting an­ 
other ancient domicl'e in the neigh­ 
borhood. 
Here, near the reputed tomb of 
Oliv er Cromwell, Mr. Robinson found 
an old chest full of rare treasure« 
such as editions of Dante and Betrach, 
examples of Fifteenth century print­ 
ing by the first craftsmen in Rome, 
and specimens of the work of the 
great Venetian printers. 
There was a manuscript v olume in 
small quarto, “Book of Hours,” once 
in the possession of Mary, queen 
o f 
Scots, written on v ellum partly In 
: Latin and partly in French, with a 
nJ^dle-\v ork binding and. embroidered 


with 
silv er threa d, 
suppo sedly 
the 
wo rk o f Queen Ma ry herself. 
Ma nuscript wo rks included a Thir­ 
teenth century “ Vulga te” written in 
minute cha ra cters o n v ellum with illu­ 
mina ted initia ls a nd o ther decorations 
da ted 125 4 ; a “ Sa int* Liv es” ; a 
Four­ 
teenth century “officiuin Beatae Ma­ 
rine,” a nd a French “Roroaunt 
de 
Rose.” 
Other rare v o lumes included three 
folio copies of the “Iliad,” printed by 
Bodinl at Parm a; a folio of the opera 
“Lactaniius,” printed in Rome in 1468 
with magnificent Illustrations; an un­ 
usually rare illuminated manuscript, 
“The Office of the Blessed Virgin” *, 
the first edition of “Apolltnaris Sidon- 
ius,” printed in Milan in 1498, and the 
opera “Politianus,” a production of 
the Aldine Press printed In Venice.
